Editors Constitution: I notice an article in 
the ConstrruTron of the 8th, copied from the 
Columbus Sun, in regard to the adaptabilijy 
of cotton to upper Georgia. Living in the 
“gable end” (Catoosa county) of the upper 
tier of counties, it gives me pleasure to con- 
firm the impressions made on that editor. 
Last year I do not suppose there were five 
acres of cotton planted in the entire county ; 
this year nearly every farmer is rimen:- 
ing in cotton and guano, at the rate of from 
three to ten acreseach. Mr. Williams, living 
near here, has already picked out eight hun- 
dred and fifty-six pounds of cotton from one 
acre of ground. 

The land upon which he planted it is what 
we call here thin land. Many of us madea 
serious mistake in planting cotton on the 
best land. The result is that the cotton is 
five or six feet high, and is not yet opening. 
From past experience in the Cotton Belt, and 
the experience of the farmers here this year, 
I feel safe in saying that we can select our 
poorest land bere’ and make twice as much 
per acre as can be made on thevery best 
lands in Southwestern Georgia. 

Thus it will be seen that in addition to the 
grain and grass crops we cannot only com- 
pete with but excoll Middle and Southern 
Georgia in cotton raising. 1
